The fact, 
if it is such, that the ex-Queen has at 
last consented to grant amnesty to all 
,vho took pan in the revolution and will 
atify the obligations of the provisional 
government and govern faithfully

accordance with the present constitu- 
tion, will have no force with the pro- 
visional government, for once restored 
there is nothing to prevent her from 
breaking all these pledges and adopting 
a policy of revenge and oppression.
